MoKinley did not beliavo in Ih 
sort of nonsense, and left, it out of the 
original bill. 
In the hearings befoie the committee 


on ways and means in 1K9Q, the question 
of the relative value of American and 
European salt to cure meat was canvassei 
and Mr. Flower, (Democrat), now gover- 
nor of New York, examined Samuel T. 
Kerr of Philadelphia on that point. In a 
protest, sent to JRoger Q, Mills in 1SS7, 
when the Mills bill was under consider- 
ation, signed by several gentlemen inter- 
ested in the salt trade, it is urged and 
proct is offered to show that American 
salt ia equal to foreign salt for bntter- 
makintr nnd for curing meats.

FRANK SMALLWOOD IN THE 


TOILS OF .THE 
LAW. 


Taken Through Deoatur to Jack- 


sonville to Answer the Felo- 


nloua Charge. 


This afternoon the city msrshal of 


Jacksonville, 111, passed through Deoa- 
tar en route to Jacksonville, having 
Frank Smallwood, eon of J. P. Smallwood 
of this city, in custody on a charge of 
forgery. He was arrested at Hume, in 
DougKs county, this morning, and will 
have to stand trial on the felonious 
charge. 


Five or six months ago Frank Small- 


wood was at Jacksonville, where he had 
a job of work carrying a hod. He got a- 
check for 84.50 as payment for hia work. 
He ia charged with having raised the 
check to 824 EO, presenting it attbebank 
and getting the money. Of course he 
did not remain at, Jacksonville long, and 
since the forgery \>rae discovered the 
authorities htive been trying to locate the 
young man. Inquiries were sent to Mar- 
shal Hnson and 
other officers, and 


in this manner young Smallwood was 
located. The state warrant was issued 
on August 18, 1891, tho dny 'be crime 
Was committed, by Justice Davenport, at 
the instance ot William Balz. The check 
was presented at tho bank ot W. P. Ayres 
& Co., and Charles Eiohardson identified 
Smallwood, stating that he was Lis son, 
The firm name to the raised check was 
Montt & Libby. 
KiohanJson is now un- 


der arreat. 


Smallwood when seen at the depot 


this afternoon was handcuffed to the 
officer. 
Attorney Leforgea was seen in 


brief conversation with the prisoner. It 
is understood that Mr. Letorgee will 
Jefive for Jacksonville to-night to look 
after the interests of young Sninllwood. 
He may be admitted to boil, it anybody 
can be found who will go on his bond. 


Frank Smallwood ia the young man 


who about a year ago, with the assistance 
of a chum conceived the diabolical scheme 
to murder hia father, Joseph P. Smnll- 
wood who ia now in tho south looking 
after horses, 
Frank, it will be remember- 


ed, had hired a man in Chicago to ki 
his father, but the party by the merest 
chance happened to bo a detective, who 
promptly exposed the plot, but not be- 
fore getting enough evidence of a doou 
mectary character to convince the father 
that tho son really Intended to carry out 
the scheme. Then it was that Frank 
was cornered m Deoatur by hia father 
and Attorney C. C. Leforgee, and tlie 
boy confessed that all charges made 
were true. The plan was to inject chlo- 
roform into Mr. Sinallwoad'd sleeping 
apartment with the purpose of producing 
death, the object being to put the estate 
valued at about $75,000 in possession of 
Frank, who is an only child. 
The ex 


posuro came and Fronk [led. 
He was
